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''Equestrian Endurance'' 
Marion Horse Earns Prestigious Award

Barbara Foster of Marion, who is well-known as 
a driving force behind the annual Marion Horse Show in 
July, had the surprise and pleasure of winning the "Horse 
of the Year Award" for her Arabian "Baltic Star" this 
January. The prestigious award came from United States 
Equestrian Federation (USEF), which is the national gov- 
erning body for equestrian sport. 

Baltic Star was nominated for the award by her 
trainer, Cheryl Lane-Caron, who runs Cranberry Knoll 
Arabians and National Show Horses in Rochester, after 
the horse secured enough points during three eques- 
trian events at the Springfield Big Exposition and the 
Northampton "Spring Fling." Although Baltic Star had 
not been able to complete a full season of shows, her 
scores were so high that she was able to win the award 
without completing the season. 

Ms. Lane-Caron said that Baltic Star, also called 
"Bailey," is a "wonderful horse to work with." Bailey is 
a black bay that is half Arabian and half Swedish Warm- 
Blood. 

"Bailey is a friendly horse that is gentle and 
kind," said Ms. Lane-Caron. "But she can be very animat- 
ed in the field when the Arabian comes out in her. She's

ester lately you may have noticed a new structure at the 
Rochester Golf Course. Course owners Stuart and Judy 
Tallman have erected a windmill with hopes of using it to 
help generate and supply power for the property's club- 
house. 

The tower stands eighty feet high and is a ten- 
kilowatt turbine. The company that manufactured the 
windmill is Bergey Wind Turbine products based in 
Oklahoma. The tower should produce about 20,000 kw of 
electricity for the Golf Club annually. The power potential 
amount is based on a formula that takes several factors 
into account including the type of windmill (10 kw), the 
height of the tower (80 ft) and Rochester's prevailing av- 
erage wind speed of five and half meters per hour (about

12 miles per hour). This should all combine to produce 
enough electricity to power the clubhouse each year and 
help off set costs that will be associated with electric golf 
carts that the club hopes to purchase in the near future. 

The beauty of the system rests in its simple 
formula: the greater the wind speed, the more power 
produced by the system. Literature provided by Bergey 
indicated: ''Wind energy potential increases very rapidly 
with increasing wind speed. In fact, if wind speed doubles 
the energy content goes up by a factor of eight.'' This fact 
along with new grant programs aimed at helping farmers 
and other small business owners were among the factors 
that contributed to course owners Stuart and Judy Tall- 
man making the decision to erect the windmill. 

The Tallman's applied for a grant through the 
Massachusetts Technology Collaboration. The MTC has a 
program that provides rebates to people who use various 
forms of renewable energy including wind, solar and hy- 
droelectric power among others. Mr. Tallman found a list 
of dealers in the area through MTC's website and chose 
Alternate Energy based in Plymouth due to its proximity 
to Rochester. Alternate energy helped the Tallmans apply 
for and write a grant for the tower and windmill. The 
Tallmans were awarded a grant that offset the costs of ac- 
quiring and installing the turbine equipment. Nstar then 
provided a meter that actually runs in reverse in accor- 
dance to the amount of energy produced by the turbine. 
When the course draws from the electrical grid the meter

only once with no plans to make further donations in the 
future. However, everything changed when the commit- 
tee realized what a huge impact they had made on their 
young neighbors and plans began almost immediately to 
make another, similar, donation the next year 

This year marked the fifth consecutive year 
that the Mattapoisett church has touched the lives of 
the young students at Hayden-McFadden. The dona- 
tions were presented to the students on Valentine's Day, 
Wednesday February 14, a gift of love from one commu- 
nity to another Steering committee leader Lenor Everett 
said, "This year we are giving books to 95 students. The 
number varies from year to year We gave 121 books to 
students last year and the number is usually around 100 
or so each year'' 

Over the five years since the program began the 
church has expanded their involvement with the school 
to include tutoring of students in the school's upper 
levels. The tutoring began in 2004, the year after the book 
drive was started. Church member and volunteer Sharon 
Pinard explained, "The tutoring varies according to need. 
There have be times when I have been asked to assist in 
a classroom and give help to any students that needed 
it. Other times the tutoring has involved one on one help 
with a student, or small group of students in the school's 
cafeteria or a conference room." 

In the wake of the Hurricane Katrina disaster of 
last summer, members of the church recognized another 
community in need. As such, 81 first graders in New 
Orleans will also be receiving books from the Matta- 
poisett congregation. In the spirit of the drive the books 
were shipped free of charge by Mattapoisett' s Mailboxes, 
Etc. Another local business. No Kidding, gave church a 
discounted rate on books to help them meet their goals for 
the two drives.

Event Brings Together Cancer Families

The third annual Relay For Life for the Tri-Town 
had their Kick-Off Meeting on Tuesday, February 13 at 
Old Rochester Regional High School in Mattapoisett. At 
the Kick-Off, Patti O'Hara, MSP Program Coordinator for 
Covanta / SEMASS in West Wareham presented a spon- 
sorship check for $5,000 to event Co-Chairman Bonnie 
Davidson. This is the first sponsorship secured for the 
tri-town event. 

Relay For Life (RFL) is a fun-filled overnight 
event designed to bring together those who have been 
touched by cancer in the community. The inaugural Relay 
For Life for the Tri-Town was introduced in five short 
weeks in 2005, raising $19,000. The Tri-Town's RFL met 
the challenge of torrential downpours in their sophomore 
year of 2006 by holding the event indoors with 16 teams 
participating. They managed to double their goal, raising 
some $50,478. This year promises to be bigger and better. 

According to Ms. Davidson, she and co-chairman 
Susan Haley first brought the Relay for Life event to the 
tri-towns two years ago. As a three-time cancer survivor, 
Ms. Davidson was first diagnosed with breast cancer in 
1995. After successfully undergoing treatment, she was 
later diagnosed with uterine cancer in 1997, which she 
also managed to treat, but she then had a recurrence of 
breast cancer more recently in January 2006.

RABBIT DIET 

My pet rabbit is getting fat. I feed her pellets and occasional lettuce. 
An all pellet diet is not healthy for rabbits. It promotes obesity over- 
grown teeth, diarrhea, and the formation of hairballs in the stomach. 

What should I feed my rabbit? 

Pet rabbits need high amounts of fiber. This is best supplied by a diet 
of timothy hay or other grass hay. Avoid alfalfa as it has too much 
calcium and protein. The rabbit should be fed as much of this hay as 
she wants. 

What about lettuce? 

Romaine and other leaf lettuces are OK but iceburg lettuce has no 
nutritional value. Try feeding your rabbit other green vegetables 
such as broccolli. Start with a small piece then double the amount 
given on each subsequent day. This allows the bacteria in the rabbits 
intestine to acclimate to the new food. Overfeeding a new food can 
cause diarrhea and even death. 

Are there other foods to avoid? 

Avoid starchy foods such as oats, cheerios, potatoes, and most other 
foods that we like. Stick with hay, vegetables that are slowly intro- 
duced and some pellets.

unanimously voted to approve the mooring fee schedule 
as suggested. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr.

• DPT - five doses unless the fourth dose is given 
after the fourth birthday; 

• Oral Sabin Polio Vaccine - four doses unless the 
third dose is given after the fourth birthday; 

• Measles, Mumps, Rubella (MMR) - first dose is 
given on or after first birthday; and a second dose must be 
given prior to entering Kindergarten; 

• Hepatitis B - a series of three doses; 

• Hib - a series of four doses; 

• Varicella Vaccine - one dose or physician-certi- 
fied reliable history of chicken pox disease; and 

• Lead Screening. 

If the required immunizations or blood work for 
lead screening are incomplete for medical and / or reli- 
gious reasons, a statement from a doctor or church official 
stating the reasons for exemption should be presented at 
the time of registration. All required immunizations must be 
completed prior to the start of school on August 29. A physical 
examination is required for entrance to school and must 
be completed by December 31, 2007. 

In addition, it is requested that if you have an out- 
standing court order or decree regarding the legal custody of 
your child, you must furnish the school with a copy of this at 
registration time. This is necessary in order to assist with 
the release of educational records and information, as well 
as the dismissal of children to the appropriate parent/ 
adult.

Ghost Rider, Starring Nicolas Cage and Eva Mendes. Directed 
by Mark Steven Johnson. Running time: 110 minutes. MPAA 
rating: PG-13. 

Ghost Rider, which concerns a motorcycle stunt rider whose head 
turns into a flaming skuU when night falls, is exactly the kind of movie 
that would' ve delighted me when I was twelve and watching it on cable. 
So I put myself in that mindset for two hours, and I report back as a 
mildly embarrassed 36-year-old whose younger counterpart enjoyed 
himself. There's no use denying it: Ghost Rider is some bad fun if you're 
in the right mood, and a large part of the credit goes to Nicolas Cage, 
who also has easy access to his inner delighted twelve-year-old. 

The reason that Oscar winner Nicolas Cage is playing a cursed, 
leather- wearing biker with a flaming skull is that he thinks it's way cool. 
A longtime fan of the Marvel comic books on which the film is based, he 
isn't slumming at all; he never is, really. Cage throws himself into every 
film with equal passion and curiosity no matter how dumb or unworthy 
it is; he is perhaps the least ironic movie star since James Stewart, and 
he plays reckless stunt rider Johnny Blaze as a man haunted by his own 
youthful deal with the devil (an attempt to save his father from dying of 
cancer). Since this is Nicolas Cage, Johnny also has quirks like eating 
jelly beans out of a plastic cocktail cup and revving himself up pre- show 
by turning on the stereo and blasting ... the Carpenters. 

Soon, the devil (Peter Fonda, one of the original Easy Riders, in a 
witty casting coup) comes calling and turns Johnny into Ghost Rider, a 
sort of bounty hunter who can ride his flaming bike up and down sky- 
scrapers. Ghost Rider's mission is to defeat the devil's son Blackheart 
(Wes Bentley) and his trio of demon minions whose powers are based 
on earth, wind and water (because Ghost Rider is fire — get it?). These 
minions are called Gressil, Waflow and Abigor, though I amused myself 
by renaming them Alvin, Simon and Theodore. In any event. Ghost Rider 
dispatches the elemental chipmunks pretty easily; he has a harder time 
working Roxanne (Eva Mendes), Johnny's teenage flame (ha) turned 
TV reporter, into his busy schedule. 




There's not much going on with Eva Mendes (though she has a 
piquant moment when, stood up by Johnny yet again at a restaurant, 
she asks a gay waiter if she's pretty), but Nicolas Cage approaches the 
romantic scenes as if Roxanne were Johnny's most fearsome adversary, 
a woman who has his heart but keeps her own in a vault. Again, it's all 
due to what Cage brings to the material; certainly the hack writer-director 
Mark Steven Johnson (who previously brought Marvel's Daredevil to 
the screen) is lost in the scenes that don't involve leather, chains, and 
fire. I don't know if Johnson has much of a future as a filmmaker, but 
a bright career as a designer of bondage-themed nightclubs beckons if 
he wants it. 

Sam Elliott is along for the ride, too, as a character named The 
Caretaker, who has all the answers, as Sam Elliott often does. His pres- 
ence gives Ghost Rider the tone of a neo- western, peppered with equal 
amounts of ominous guitar twang and classic arena rock; the movie should 
go over well in the NASCAR states. Though I'd specifically requested 
no more wound- stitching scenes after Pan's Labyrinth and Hannibal 
Rising, Columbia obviously didn't get my sternly worded memo, since 
we're treated to a scene of Sam Elliott stitching up Nicolas Cage after a 
particularly strenuous night on the town. Other than that. Ghost Rider is 
perfectly watchable and just as perfectly forgettable, ideal for the boob 
tube someday when you're twelve.

As boating is a family activity, families are encouraged to 
attend as a group. 

Revised and updated to address the current 
requirements of National Association of State Boating 
Law Administrators the accredited course instructs the 
student in the fundamentals of safe boating, the course 
qualifies for certification in states that require boating 
education before licensing an operator a watercraft. The 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts requires that any boater 
under the age of 16 pass an approved boating course 
and a state exam in order to operate a motor boat of any 
horse power within state waters. Subjects presented in the 
course include: boat handling under normal conditions, 
adverse conditions and in emergencies; types of boats; 
boating regulations, navi gation rules and aids to naviga- 
tion; piloting and the use of both paper and electronic 
charts; required and recommended equipment; lines and 
knots; VHP radio usage; and trailer boating. A MapTech 
CD-ROM of Electronic Charts is included with the course 
materials.

With the big Hollywood love-fest known as the Academy 
Awards (a/k/a "The Oscars") planned for this Sunday, February 25 
and the lesser-known but equally-entertaining Golden Raspberry 
Awards (a/k/a "The Razzies") ready to be unveiled the night be- 
fore, I thought I'd begin my own little tradition of slamming those 
movies that forever robbed me of about two hours of my 
life during the previous year . . . two hours, mind you, 
that I will never get back! And since I've all but 
abandoned traveling to the local Cineplex to see 
first-run theatrical releases, I decided to dub my 
ersatz "Dishonor Roll" of movies: Ken's DVD 
Coaster Awards. Because, frankly, these discs 
would do better keeping those annoying ring 
stains off my coffee table than spinning inside 
my DVD player. 

First up is my pick for Best, er Worst For- 
eign Film. And the winner is: All the King's Men.

But could someone please tell me what language they were all 
attempting to speak? I literally had to turn on the English subtitles 
while watching this two-hour jumble just so I could understand the 
bad dialogue.

As for Worst Actress, is there any doubt? Kudos goes to 
Sharon Stone for playing, well Sharon Stone both in real life and 
in the sadly needless Basic Instinct 2. Zzzzzz. "Yes, 14 years ago 
I was a sexy female killer and I can still knock 'em dead." Maybe. 
But who really cares after all these years except possibly Sharon 
Stone's accountant? They've already released like six 
versions of the original on DVD, so now we need a 
sequel to bastardize some more? No, thanks. 

Worst Actor honors were a little 
more challenging, but in the end I had to give 
the DVD Coaster to Ashton Kutcher (a/k/a 
Mr. Demi Moore) for his meager attempt at 
playing Tom Cruise-in- r6>/?-Gwn-Channeling- 
Richavd-Geve-in-An-Officer-and-a-Gentle- 
man in the ludicrous The Guardian. And with 
all due respect to the members of the U.S. Coast 
Guard, do we really need a movie extolling the 
virtues of "tough training" to add to their ranks? 
Watching Mr. Kutcher "hooo-hah" to Kevin Costner 
during roll call in one of the movie's many derivative moments, 
I kept hoping someone would run out and tell Costner he was being 
"Punk'd." I felt like I was after watching this dumb movie. 

Now to my favorite category, the Disappointing Director 
honors goes to someone whose career has finally gone hopelessly 
off the tracks and is now lying in a heap of wreckage at the foot 
of a hill. He may have coasted on "I see dead people" for one 
too many films, because "I see empty theater seats" if M. Night 
Shyamalan doesn't do something 180 degrees different from the 
silly, stupid and self-indulgent The Lady in the Water.
